ORR Program Focuses on Drunk Driving 

Recently, Old Rochester Regional High School 
presented a program titled "Every Fifteen Minutes." The 
title is based on the national statistic that someone is 
killed or seriously injured in an alcohol-related accident 
every fifteen minutes. This event was a two-day program 
designed to target High School Seniors. Officers from the 
Mattapoisett, Rochester, and Marion Police Departments, 
community Fire Departments and Emergency Response 
personnel, community members, students, and parents all 
joined in the efforts to deliver this important message. 

Donna Perry, school guidance counselor, brought 
the program to the Student Council. The "Every Fifteen 
Minutes" program is a very powerful play that every 
High School student should experience," said cast mem- 
ber Pat O'Connor. 

"It's a good feeling, to see the Student Council 
Representatives so concerned for their peers," said 
Student Council Advisor Mike Nailor. "They felt that the 
power of this presentation would encourage everyone to 
consider options as opposed to taking the risk to drink

and drive. It quickly became a program of priority for 
them. Our principal, Mr. Bruce Clarke, a former health 
teacher, supported our efforts 100 percent." 

The Police Officers presented a 20-minute video 
to the senior class on Day One of the program. Seniors 
witnessed the tragic aftermath of an alcohol-related 
accident and realize that these accidents are entirely 
preventable. "If you really care about your friends you 
will find a way to stop them from driving" said senior Liz 
Vargas. Officers then follow-up with a discussion on the 
responsibility everyone shares when choosing to drink 
and drive or when we allow others to drive after they 
have been drinking. 

"It's a message that has been repeated since the 
sixth grade, but it's never been this effective before," said 
cast member Padge McQuillan. "People who didn't want 
to listen didn't, but others saw how it can save lives and 
this will be in their minds to help them stand strong for

their friends who try to drink and drive." 

Following officer presentations, student partici- 
pants were removed from classrooms, one every 15 
minutes throughout the day. Parent and student volun- 
teers then transformed these students into the "walking 
dead" by painting their faces white and having them wear 
black robes. These students represented those who die 
nationwide in alcohol-related accidents. After school, the 
cast members rehearsed for an assembly that was pre- 
sented the next day. They are dormed at the High School, 
away from their parents and friends for the entire night, 
as they prepare for an emotional day to come. 

Police Officers delivered simulated death mes- 
sages to two sets of parents, who previously volimteered 
to assume this important role in the program. They were 
told that their child would not be coming home because 
he or she had been killed by a drunk driver Although the 
parents were preselected, and had agreed to participate, 
most were not prepared for the emotional impact that 
comes from receiving such a message. After the officers 
leave, these parents were asked to share their emotions 
and feelings in a good-bye letter to their child that was 
shared during the assembly on the following day. 

Day 2 of the program began with the skit, a 
student insisting on driving home after drinking heavily 
at a party, and is involved in an accident. Students watch 
as paramedics attempt to revive the victim of this alcohol- 
related crash. Two motor officers then arrested the intoxi-

cated driver for vehicular homicide.

Tony Forte, a victim of an alcohol-related accident 
and speaker from the local MADD chapter, then shared 
his experience surrounding the loss of his loved one. His 
focus now is to help heighten an awareness of responsible 
decision- making. 

At the conclusion of the assembly, seniors were 
asked to pledge not to drink and drive. "We want each 
senior to make that promise to themselves and be aware 
of what they have just seen," said cast member Brandon 
Elliott.

Then and Now 
Hurricane Season

Then 

Long before hurricanes were given names, a 
devastating storm hit the Plymouth Colony in 1635. On 
August 14 or 15, as described by Governor William 
Bradford in his memoirs of 1899, "no one, English or 
Indians, ever saw such violence. It blew down 211 houses, 
vessels were lost at sea and many more in extreme danger. 
Claimed the sea to be above 20 feet, many Indians 
climbed into trees for their safety. Himdreds of thousands 
of trees blew down. The hurricane came from the south- 
east, not by degrees, but with violence in the begiiming." 

Another storm of hurricane strength hit the 
Plymouth area coastline on September 23, 1815, as re- 
corded in past history, that did much damage to the 
shipping industry and land area.

Since the weather bureau has been giving names 
to our hurricanes and modem methods of tracking has 
given us warnings allowing us to be prepared, hopefully 
we won't be hit with hurricanes such as the one in 1938.

Education Fund Committee which she has served for the 
past 10 years since its inception. "We certainly have 
appreciated her enthusiasm in this particular area," 
Chairman Pierce noted. 

At 7:05 pm the board met with Steve Sloan on 
behalf of the Trustees of Reservations to discuss a Conser- 
vation Restriction (CR) on the so-called Eastover Farm 
project encompassing land in both Rochester and Marion 
totaling about 780 acres. 

"Having acquired land around it for the public's 
use and enjoyment, we wanted to safeguard it," Mr Sloan 
explained. "What it lacks is frontage. This (restriction) will 
enable the bogs to continue to work as active cranberry 
bogs, while being (retained) for public use. We as a non- 
profit are accepting the conservation restriction." 

"We don't intend to own the entire (parcel) when 
we're done ... but we will own parts of it," Mr. Sloan 
added. "In terms of where we are now, we've acquired 
about 240 acres in Marion and, along with that, goes this 
conservation restriction. It's done piecemeal primarily for 
cash flow issues ... we have many different partners. The

INTESTINAL PARASITES 

My vet told me that my dog has whipworms. I never saw any 
worms in his stool. Where did he get these worms and are they 
dangerous? 

Ultimately your dog got roundworms, hookworms or 
whipworms from ingesting worm eggs that were present in the 
stool of another dog or in the case of roundworms he may have 
gotten his infection from his mother. Over a period of time a 
dog's stool disintegrates in the environment leaving resistant 
worm eggs in the dirt. When your dog sniffs the dirt he may 
inhale and swallow some eggs or he may become infected by 
walking on the eggs and then licking his feet. Tapeworms tend to 
be transmitted by eating uncooked affected meat but most 
commonly are spread by fleas. Roundworms look like spaghetti, 
tapeworms look like rice and hook and whipworms are very 
small and not usually seen. 

Roundworms, hookworms and tapeworms can cause 
disease in people, especially very young or old people and 
therefore it is important to have your pets stool checked a least 
once a year by your veterinarian.

phasing does a couple of things: it allows us to synchro- 
nize our sources and it's essentially a risk-management 
strategy. By doing things in pieces we're just hedging our 
bets against things falling through." 

"Marion, at some point, would be purchasing the 
(CR) property within (its bounds)," Chairman Pierce 
inquired, to which Mr. Sloan agreed. 

At 7:26 pm the board met briefly with Planning 
Board Chairman John Rockwell to discuss several pend- 
ing grant applications for the Open Space Commission for 
the Eastover Farm project along with the proposed 
Pollution Remediation Grant for Coastal Zone Manage- 
ment (CZM) and the Buzzards Bay Project (BBP) for work 
to be done at Island Wharf. The board unanimously voted 
to sign and approve the various grant applications as 
submitted, and charged Mr. Dolan with signing and 
approving any remaining paperwork as needed. 

At 7:43 pm the board met with State Representa- 
tive William Straus (D-Mattapoisett). Representative 
Straus first said he recently filed legislation to approve the 
proposed joint water district for Fairhaven, Mattapoisett, 
Marion and Rochester. 

"So far, we're three for three in terms of the Town 
Meetings," he said. "Rochester is still pending, although 
financially they would come in at a later date. Last Friday 
we filed a bill — it comes in as a kind of 'home rule 
petition.' After the meetings 1 had with the boards, there 
were some suggestions 1 had in terms of the towns' ability 
to protect the aquifer. One of my main concerns was that 
(each of) the towns' would still control their wells. The 
formal sessions with roll call votes conclude near the end 
of July, but this is the kind of legislation which can 
continue to be taken up in informal sessions. The triple 
clout there should serve us well." 

At 8:00 pm Stuart Richardson joined Representa- 
tive Straus to discuss the Marion Homes Program. "1 had

forgotten how long it had been, but it was in April of 2001 
when I first sat down with (Mr. Richardson) to first 
discuss the Marion Homes Program," Representative 
Straus said. "I always (knew) if this was worded thought- 
fully, the town could adopt its own statute. When we filed 
the bill on April 1 ... frankly, the reception we received 
was much warmer that I expected. Within the last week it 
passed 'fully engrossed' in the House. So far, it's been 
very encouraging so hopefully sometime this summer it 
will be in place to begin." 

"Without Representative Straus' help, this thing 
could never have flown," Mr. Richardson said. "It was a 
complicated process. Talking to Senator (Marc) Pacheco's 
office today, all that remains is 'engrossing' and enact- 
ment, and then we're home-free. I believe that the HCD is 
simply waiting to see how it goes through the legislature, 
but I don't know that for sure. I know several other towns 
are right behind us: Dartmouth has already submitted 
their Homes Program and it will go to Westport Town 
Meeting on June 8. It's interesting to see how it's been 
going." 

"He's much too modest," Representative Straus 
said of Mr. Richardson, adding that he really got the ball 
rolling. "He is the guy, believe me." 

"I should say how much pride I have as one 
member of this board, knowing we're cutting new terri- 
tory," Chairman Pierce said. "It shows a tremendous 
amount of progress." 

In other matters. Chairman Pierce: 

• Updated everyone on the status of the town's 
Fourth of July Celebrations. "Both the parade and fire- 
works have now been moved to July 3," he said. "Nor- 
mally, we always try to have the celebration on the fourth 
... (but) we didn't want to conflict with worship services 
(on Sunday, July 4). We encourage any citizens who are

into the Town of Marion."

said. "The second part of this is dependent on how rainy 
the (summer) season is." 

To that end. Chairman Pierce explained the above 
plan is considered Phase 1 or "Green Code," meaning that 
everything is going normally. If it is determined that 
water resources are strained. Phase 2 or a "Yellow Code" 
will be put into effect, which eliminates the morning (6:00 
am to 8:00 am) watering hours. If the town experiences a 
very dry season. Phase 3 or a "Red Code" may be insti- 
tuted imder which all outdoor watering would be banned 
imtil further notice. The final decision for determining 
these phases /codes rests with the DPW. 

"I think what was done in the past was too 
confusing," Selectman Jeffrey agreed. "I guess I would 
just say that as somebody who works fairly long hours, to 
be able to water on Simday would be important to me. In 
the future we might think about whether Simday is the 
best day (to take off). But for this year, I'll go along with 
it." 

With that, the board unanimously approved the 
proposed water restriction changes as suggested.

spots for just such a situation. He pointed out that a fire truck 
couldn't get over the current bridge that spans the river between 
Mattapoisett Neck Road and the YMCA Camp (Massasoit). 

Other issues that surfaced were: costs for mowing and 
trash removal. Fairhaven currently spends $25,000 annually for 
these services, it was revealed. Let's see what the estimates are 
for Mattapoisett. 

Another important matter that could be a money saver 
for taxpayers: cutting health cost premiums for part-time elected 
town employees. A study committee was to be formed to look 
into this issue because the town currently pays $67,704 for these 
premiums. 

In some instances, part-time employees work for other 
municipalities and defer the cost of their insurance to 
Mattapoisett because it pays a greater share of the premium. 
This should stop. For example, the Chairman of the Water/ 
Sewer Commission has $14,076 of his $18,768 premium paid by 
the town. The same is true for each member of the commission. 
The deal is similar to the members of the Mattapoisett School 
Committee. At least these were the figures released in a flier at 
the Town Meeting. A bit extravagant?

The Marion Local Scholarship /Education Fund 
Committee is very pleased to announce this year's recipients of 
the Local Marion Scholarships. The Scholarship /Education 
Fund was established under Massachusetts General Law, 
Chapter 60, Section 3C and adopted by Town Meeting in April

School; Siobhan Brown from Old Rochester Regional High

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Apocalypse Wow

The Day After Tomorrow. Starring Dennis Quaid and 
Jake Gyllenhaal. Directed by Roland Emmerich. Run- 
ning time: 124 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

The problem with large-scale disaster movies (as opposed to 
smaller-scale ones like The Poseidon Adventure) is that we're given 
a few people to care about, out of presumably millions of lives. If 
tornadoes are tearing L.A. apart and a gigantic wave is turning 
New York City into an aquarium, who cares whether some guy 
rescues his teenage son? We might care if the characters were 
written with some panache and skill, but The Day After Tomorrow, 
political posturing notwithstanding, is all about the spectacle. In 
the long-shot views of destruction (most of which you've seen in 
the trailer), you watch thousands of people die, but you know most 
of the people you've been watching for a few scenes are going to 
live. A truly chilling apocalyptic film like this would dispense with 
a heroic narrative altogether and just wreak havoc for two hours, 
for mass death would be the meaning of the event for most people. 

Director Roland Emmerich follows exactly the same recipe 
that paid off lucratively in Independence Day and less so in Godzilla: 
one heaping cup of destruction, a teaspoon of character develop- 
ment, half a pound of scenes involving our heroes narrowly 
avoiding death — sprinkle CGI effects liberally, let cool, serves 
millions of gullible moviegoers (the studio hopes). We have here, 
too, a Message: Instead of aliens or Godzilla, this time it's Mother 
Nature herself testing our American resolve (we see glimpses of 
chaos in other nations, but this film's view is so narrow you'd think 
America was composed solely of L.A., N.Y.C., and Washington). 
The British at a remote weather station can only get drunk and 
await death by freezing; it takes a red-blooded American, in the 
person of Dennis Quaid, to fight the odds and make it to an iced- 
over Big Apple in search of his son (Jake Gyllenhaal, a long way 
from Donnie Darko). 

As usual, Emmerich's direction is sloppy. A perky brainy girl 
(Emmy Rossum, from Passionada) falls ill due to an infected gash on 
her leg, and Gyllenhaal (who's nursing a crush on her) and some 
friends head out to a Russian ship that has floated into the middle 
of the city and frozen there. They're in search of penicillin, which 




they assume will be available on a Russian ship in a bottle marked 
"penicillin" in English (and, wonder of wonders, it is!). En route, 
they rim into a pack of nasty timber wolves that have gotten loose 
from the city zoo; they also got loose from the film's CGI artists 
before they could be made remotely realistic-looking (for a second 
I thought I was watching Van Helsing again). Then we cut away to 
Quaid or some other business, and when we next see the sick girl, 
she's feeling much better. Emmerich doesn't give us the moment 
when Gyllenhaal makes it back and the girl gets the penicillin — 
the very point of this entire outlandish sequence. And don't even 
get me started on the hilarity of the scene where a bunch of people 
outrun a blast of freezing air and close the doors on it. What, does the 
air see the closed doors and shuffle away, sniffling dejectedly? 
We've just seen that same air stop three helicopters in flight by 
turning chopper fuel to ice, for God's sake. 

One moment in the bloated spectacle pleased me greatly: at 
the New York Public Library, where Gyllenhaal and some other 
survivors hole up, two librarians — a fussy dusty stereotyped one 
and a funky earthy-crunchy type more typical of who librarians are 
these days — debate whether to toss the works of Nietzsche onto 
the fire that's going to be warding off the impending freeze. A 
literary discussion in a big-budget summer apocaflick? 1 couldn't 
believe my ears; Emmerich must've been off taking a bathroom 
break when that was written and filmed. Elsewhere, the movie's 
respect for the written word — and for credible science (yes, we're 
ruining the planet, but an overkill movie like this doesn't help the 
credibility of actual environmentalists one whit) — is typified by 
dialogue like "Unpack the snowshoes — we're walking from here" 
or the film's final line, the most unintentionally funny punchline 
since "Somewhere in heaven there's an angel with big ears" in The 
Tall Guy. The librarians should've tossed the script onto the fire 
first.
